Eight more indicted 
in Owsley probe 


The federal probe into drug 
trafficking from Florida to 
Owsley County expanded last 
week when eight more people 
were indicted. 

Molik Ali Alston, 41 of Mi¬ 
ami Gardens, FL, Josh Terry, 
25 of Beattyville, Tony Gibson, 
22, Cameron Herald, 31, Jesse 
Herald, 58, Jimmy Miller, 35, 
Phyllis Reed, 65, and John 
White, 21, all of Booneville 
were indicted Thursday, July 
28, for allegedly conspiring 
“with each other and others to 
knowingly and intentionally 
distribute a quantity of pills 
containing oxycodone.” 

The alleged offense occurred 
between August 2010 and July 
7, 2011, according to the in¬ 
dictment filed in U. S. District 
Court in London. 

The eight join Marvin Reed, 


33, Jason Reed, 37, Kirsti 
Davis, 24, Thomas Little 49, 
and Donald Terry, 46, all of 
Booneville and Elisa Alston, 
40, and George Darden, 45, 
of Miami Gardens, FL who 
were indicted in late May and 
early June. 

According to court docu¬ 
ments, the Floridians sup¬ 
plied thousands of pills to the 
Owsley Countians over the 
period. 

Kirsti Davis, Thomas Little 
and Donald Terry are al¬ 
leged to have traveled to 
south Florida, where they 
would meet Elisa Alston. Pills 
and money were exchanged, 
and the drugs would then be 
transported back to Owsley 
County. 

Marvin Reed and Jason 
Reed are alleged to have sup¬ 


plied thousands of dollars for 
the pills. 

Affidavits from Drug En¬ 
forcement Agency agents have 
described the transactions, and 
the ultimate arrests of the first 
seven. 

Such affidavits accompany 
complaints, but no complaints 
against the new eight defen¬ 
dants are in the court files. 
Their alleged involvement is 
not described. 

Each defendant faces up to 
20 years in prison, a $ 1 million 
fine and three years of super¬ 
vised release. If they have 
any felony drug convictions, 
they could get 30 years, a $2 
million fine and six years of 
supervised release. 

Their trial is scheduled to be¬ 
gin September 26 in London. 


Trial moved to September 


The federal drug traffick¬ 
ing trial for several people from 
Owsley County and Florida 
has been moved to September 
26. It was originally scheduled 
to begin this past Monday. 

U. S. District Judge Gregory 
F. VanTatenhove agreed to 
the change after the attorney 
for one of the defendants re¬ 
quested it. 

The attorney for George 


Darden of Miami, FL said 
there was insufficient time 
to review the discovery evi¬ 
dence, prepare for the trial 
and file any necessary pretrial 
motions. 

The federal prosecutor, along 
with attorneys for defendants 
Jason Reed, Donald Terry and 
Elisa Alston filed motions 
saying they had no objections 
to the continuance. 


In his approval, VanTaten¬ 
hove said the trial is to be held 
in U. S. District Court in Lon¬ 
don on Monday, September 
26, at 10 a. m. 

He also said that if a plea 
agreement is reached that 
motions for rearraignment 
must be filed no later than 
seven days before the new 
trial date. 


Slight increase in jobless rate 


J^ee County’s unemploy¬ 
ment rate increased slightly 
from May to June, according 
to the Kentucky Office of Em¬ 
ployment and Training. 

The June rate stood at 12.2 
percent compared with 12.1 
percent for May. The June 
2010 rate was 12.6 percent. 

All of the other counties in 
the Kentucky River area also 
registered higher jobless rates 
in June than in May. The coun¬ 


ties, their May rates and their 
June rates are: Breathitt - 10.4 
percent to 11 percent; Knott 

- 10.9 percent to 11.6 percent; 
Leslie - 12.5 percent to 12.6 
percent; Letcher - 9.9 percent 
to 10.5 percent; Owsley -11.2 
percent to 11.5 percent; Perry 

- 9.7 percent to 10.2 percent; 
and Wolfe - 12.2 percent to 
13.3 percent. 

Woodford County’s 7.4 
percent was the lowest unem¬ 


ployment rate in the state in 
June. Jackson County’s 16.8 
percent was the highest. 

Unemployment statistics 
are based on estimates and are 
compiled to measure trends 
rather than actually to count 
people working. They do not 
include unemployed people 
who did not look for employ¬ 
ment during the period.

The centers house computers 
and software that will be used 
to provide training in a formal 
workshop setting to Kentucky 
residents seeking employment 
opportunities. 

“The new centers will 
help Kentuckians who do not 
have access to computers and 
broadband service to use 2P^ 
century technology to access 
training, jobs and econom¬ 
ic opportunities,” said Gov. 
Steve Beshear. “Our local pub¬ 
lic libraries have become an 
important community access 
point for people to search for 
jobs, write resumes and learn 
computer skills. These centers 
will provide a direct link to 
help for people in areas with 
high unemployment levels.” 
The centers are made possible 
by a $1.3 million American 
Reinvestment and Recovery 
Act (ARRA) Broadband Tech¬ 
nology Opportunities Pro¬ 
gram (BTOP) grant provided 
through the U.S. Department 
of Commerce National Tele¬ 
communications and Informa¬ 
tion Administration (NTIA). 
The project is supported by the 
Bill and Melinda Gates Foun¬ 
dation and administered by the 
Kentucky Department for Li¬ 
braries and Archives (KDLA). 


The grant targets counties with 
high unemployment. 

“We are pleased to use these 
grant funds to create Public 
Library Workforce Centers in 
45 Kentucky public libraries. 
The centers will assist their 
communities in the economic 
recovery and provide lasting 
benefits in education and eco¬ 
nomic development. We are 
proud to be working with the 
Bill & Melinda Gates Founda¬ 
tion and partners across the 
Commonwealth to bring tech¬ 
nology and training to so many 
Kentuckians at their public 
libraries,” said Wayne Onkst, 
Kentucky’s state librarian and 
commissioner of KDLA. 

“The workshops will assist 
the residents of Powell County 
in their job searches,” said 
Powell County Public Library 
Director Linda Rogers. “If you 
have never used a computer 
or have little experience with 
one, we will offer training 
during regular library hours to 
help you gain that experience. 
Workshops will be held Mon¬ 
day afternoons and Wednes¬ 
day evenings. Call the library 
to register for a spot that suits 
your needs.” 

To create its PLWC, the 
Powell County Public Library 
installed seven laptop comput¬ 
ers and seven desktop comput¬ 
ers with funds from the BTOP 
grant. All of the computers 
have Office 2010. The library 
has also purchased a digital 
media projector to better facil¬ 
itate teaching classes, as well 
as a multi-function copier and 
a dedicated laser printer for the 


center’s use. The library used 
more than $23,000 in grant 
funds to purchase the equip¬ 
ment and software. 

The Powell County PLWC 
will offer monthly in-house 
workshops to serve residents 
who are either seeking em¬ 
ployment or looking for a 
better job. Workshops will 
include basic computer skills, 
intermediate computer classes 
and advanced workforce train¬ 
ing. Topics covered include 
introduction to Internet search¬ 
ing, introduction to email, 
online job searching/applica¬ 
tions, resume writing/cover 
letters, online interview skills, 
jobs and workforce recovery, 
and keyboarding skills. 
KDLA provides equitable 
access to quality library and 
information resources and 
services, as well as helps 
public agencies ensure that 
legislatively mandated docu¬ 
mentation of government pro¬ 
grams is created, efficiently 
maintained, and made acces¬ 
sible.
